And 
for the same reason I should be glad to have 
on the reading lst a history of the Koran, or 
of the religion of Confucius, or of Buddha. 

* But as for the teaching of religion, all the 
trend of educational history is away from it. 
Even in Germany it is being taught less than 
it was in the nineteenth century. But as for 
teaching the bible in the public schools of 
Chieago—it would be against the constitu- 
tion.” 

Mrs. Cook refused to comment on President 
Schneider's attitude toward religious educa- 
tion. She said, however, that she would con- 
tinue her effort to have the school board 
adopt a selection of bible readings.

AMBULANCE IN AHEAD OF DEATH 


Stockyards Police Take Mrs. John Smith 
to Hospital Alive, but She Dies 
Soon After. 


A police ambulance in the stockyards raced 
with death last night and won, but death fol- 
lowed in ten minutes. 

At 11 o'clock the wagon drove in front of 
the residsnce of John Smith, 4512 Gross avo- 
nue. With all haste the ambulance surgeon, 
Dr. A. L. Hoyne, and his aids bundled Mrs. 
Smith into the vehicle. She was suffering 
from peritonitis and nephritis. Then the run 
to the hospital began, the doctor frequently 
urging the driver to hurry his horses. 

Twenty-five minutes later the hospital, six 
miles away, was reached, the horses foaming 
and exhausted. Mrs. Smith died ten minutes

‘his appreciation of Dr. Wiliam Rainey Har- 
per by a donation of this amount to the 
fund for the memortal library. The present 
of $600,000 makes the buliding a certainty. 

The only proviso attached to the gift is 
that dy April 1, 1908, the university shall 
raise $200,000 for the library. Mr. Rocke- 
feller expressed a willingness to contribute 
$3 to every $1 received from other bene- 
factors. The university now has a fund 
of $110,000, so that only $90,000 more is 
necessary to insure the gift. 

With this gift Mr. Rockefeller has given 
to the university a total of $23,024,822. 
Since Jan. 1 he has donated $5,517,000 to 
the institution. In the last two years he 
has contributed $6,967,000. _His recent gifts 
have made the university the richest in 
the country—its holdings being approxi- 
mately $28,000,000. Girard college is the sec- 
ond wealthiest with $21,495,072. Stanford 
has an endowment of $20,000,000, Harvard, 
$18,086,025, and Columbia, $15,648,370. 


Changes Plans for Library. 

Dr. Thomas W. Goodspeed, secretary of the 
board of trustees, announced a change in the 
‘plans of the memorial library. The original 
proposal was to erect a $1,250,000 structure 
to the memory of the late president. It is 
now planned to build a Mbrary to cost de- 
tween §600,000 and $700,000, and the archi- 
tects, Shipley, Rutan, and Coolidge, are at 
work on new drawings which will make the 
building conform in style with the other 
structures on the campus. The library will 
face the Midway plaisance and will stand ip 
the middie of the two blocks between Lexing- 
ton and Ellis avenues. 

Dr. Goodspeed has been asked by the board 
of trustees to undertake the task of getting 
the $90,000 necessary to make the gift a 
surety. President Harry Pratt Judson has 
volunteered to assist. They will call upop 
the business men of the city and hope to 
raise the $90,000 within the six month limit. 

Work on the new building will begin early 
next year. Ground will be broken before 
the limit expires, as the officials of the uni- 
versity are certain they will have no great 
difficulty in getting the money.

BALLOONIST LEAPS TO DEATH

New York, Oct. 11.—[ Special. Fear of 
dropping into the great lakes was the chief 
concern of the aerial racers who are to 
start in the James Gordon Bennett cup 
race at St. Louis Oct. 21, and tonight offi- 
cers of the Aero Club of America made the 
request that all newspapers throughout the 
lake region print a general notice to mariners 
to be on the lookout for the balloons. For 
twenty-four hours after the start of the race 
at 3:30 in the afternoon of Oct. 21 those sail- 
ing on the lakes are requested to keep a 
sharp watch in all directions, especially at 
night. The prevailing wind at St. Louis at 
this time of the year is from the southwest, 
and that will carry the balloons toward the 
lakes. 

Lakes Michigan and Superior are especially 
feared, as they will probably be more direct- 
ly im the track of the racers than the lakes 
farther east. Should a balloon sail out over 
one of these bodies of water with sand bal- 
last exhausted and without wind enough to 
carry it to the other side the aeronaut would 
be almost certain of drowning unless he was

seen and rescued by some water craft. 


It is not likely that any of the balloons will 
remain in the air longer, than forty hours, 
and it is expected if favored with a good 
wind they will be down within twenty-four 
hours. .

‘Latter Guaranteed $100,000 for Trip 


‘and Had to Raise Money. 


New York, Oct. 11.— [Special. Ralph M. 
Pasley, of the executive council 
of the National Civic federation, said today 
that August Belmont, president of the fed- 
eration, had guaranteed the 6100, 000 which 
was needed to enable the federation’s com- 
mittee of experts to study the municipal 
ownership problem here and abroad. 

Apparently Mr. Belmont, after making the 
personal guarantee, induced Thomas F, 
Ryan to pledge the support of the Metro- 
politan interests to the extent of $20,000, of 
which $15,000, as was disclosed before the 
public service commission the other day, 
was paid by the Metropolitan Securities com- 


pany. 

Mr. Easley gave out a list of the twenty- 
one experts who made up the investigating 
committee. One of the committeemen was 
Milo R. Maltbie, now a member of the pub- 
lic service commission. 


Committee’s Appeal for Funds. 

It wae estimated the investigation would 
call for an outlay of about $100,000, and a ways 
and means committee was organized, with 
Wiliam J. Clark as chairman, to secure 
funds.

LUSITANIA’S GREAT TRIP. 
VIENNA, Oct. 11.—[Midnight.)—This is a 
critical night for Francis Joseph, the aged 
emperor-king of Austria-Hungary. His ma- 
jesty’s physicians are visibly becoming more 
anxious, The fever, which has lasted ten 
days, seems to have exhausted the wonder- 
fully trained system of the monarch, and the 
symptoms of inflammation of the lungs are 
growing. Five times during the course of to-

There is no more need of addi- 
tlonal men in blue uniforms than of de- 
termined citizens who will demand strict 
performance of duty by every policeman 
and equally strict attention on the part of 
every citizen to those restraints which ex- 
perience has shown to be reasonable and 
proper for the safety and the welfare of 
the community.

Now, the commissary of police was a man 
of some judgment. He was aware that just 
at that moment the Italian court and govern- 
ment were particularly anxious to secure the 
good will of Russia and the latter's recogni- 
tion of the seizure of Rome. It was one thing 
to proceed to extremities and to enforce the 
full measure of the law against Princess 
Marie of Menaco, who was not even of royal 
birth, and at the best the consort of the 
orown prince of an opera bouffe sovereignty, 
but quite another to offend the all powerful 
czar of Russia by subjecting one of his sis- 
ters to any indignity. So he prudently with- 
drew with hig men, and received the approval 
of hie superiors on reporting to them bey 
had taken place. On the following day the 
grand duchess left Florence and Italy for 
Germany by special train, carrying with her 
Princess Marie of Monaco and the latter's 
child. Nor were any further efforts made to 
recover posseagsion of the boy, who remained 
with his mother undisturbed until the 
princess had secured - 8 A 8.— 
marriage on the ground that she n 
forced into it against her will by her mother, 
Princess Marie of Baden, and the latter’s sec- 
ond cousin, Napoleon III. 

The princess thereupon married Count Tas- 
allo Festetics, chief of the great Hungarian 
house of that name and grand master of the 
royal court of Hungary. The boy, now 
crown prince of Monaco, and considerably 
Ver 30 years of age, makes his home in Paris, 
and remains legitimate in the eyes of the 
church and of the law, notwithstanding the 
annulment of his parents’ marriage. 


— 

Queen Natalie of Bervia was less fortunate 
than the former crown princess of Monaco. 
For, although she was a Russian, and hed 
always championed the interests of the czar 
in Servia, she found no Muscovite grand 
duchess to take her under her protection 
when the German police tore her then 7 year 
old boy from her arms at Wiesbaden some 
eighteen years ago. Like Princess Marie of 
Monaco, Queen Natalie had been forced by 
the abominable conduct of her husband to 


take her departure from beneath his roof and 


from his dominions. She had carried off with 
her her only child, being unwilling to leave 
the little fellow behind her to have his 
mind poisoned by the two or three, women 
who had supplanted her in the affections of 
the king, and whom the latter had, with in- 
conceivable shamelessness, installed as his 
acknowl d favorites not only at his court 
but under his rooftree in the palace at Bel- 


, grade.

If ever a woman had an excuse for aban- 
doning her husband, and for taking her child 
with her, it was assuredly Queen Natalie. 
Yet when some six months later King Milan 
lodgeda demand with the German authorities 
at Berlin for the assistance of the police in 
the recovery of the possession of the crown 
prince of Servia, who was living quietly with 
his mother and a numerous suite in a villa 
which she had leased at Wiesbaden, Prince 
Bismarck, then chancellor, although fully 
aware of Natalle's wrongs and of the tact 
that the boy was in a more wholesome at- 
mosphere living with his mother than among 
the profligate surroundings of his disreputa- 
ble father, declared that the so-called comity 
of nations and international law left him no 
alternative but to comply with the king’s 
demands. 

As the queen refused to surrender her little 
boy, and the child would not leave his mother, 
the Wiesbaden police resorted to violence 
and forcibly tore the princelet from the 
queen's arma, thereupon placing him in the 
custody of a Servian delegation headed by an 
officer who owed his title as general not to 
any prowess on the battlefield but tothe fact 
that his wife was one of those favorites of 
the king whose presence at the court of B.1- 
grade had compelled the queen to leave Ser- 
via. To what extent the boy benefited by the 
change and by the training which he received 
at the hands of his fathers associates at 
Belgrade is shown by the scandals of his 
reign and by the shocking tragedy which 
brought the latter to a close.

In the two instances above mentioned of 
intervention on the part of the police to com- 
pel the surrender of royal children who had 
been carried off into a forcign land by their 
respective mothers, popular sentiment was 
wholly in the favor of the latter and bitterly 
opposed to their husbands. In the case of 
little Princess Anna of Saxony, however, 
public sympathy everywhere is entirely with 
the king in his efforts to recover possession 
of the child. For he has shown throughout 
the utmost forbearance and chivalrous gen- 
erosity towards his former wife, who proved 
herself to be entirely unfitted to be intrusted 
with the care and bringing up of any child 
by the repeated manner in which she has dis- 
graced herself and by the latest acandal ip 
which she has become involved.

seven states authorize probation for what is 
known as adult delinquency—that is to say. 
where a parent or other aduit is responsible 
for the condition of a ‘ neglected, delinquent, 
or dependent child.“ 

Approved by ologists. 

Judge Foster cited extracts from the offi- 
clal reports of a number of authorities on 
criminology, all declaring adult probation 
highly successful in the states where it has 
been tried. 

It is recognized by all authorities on the 
subject,” he continued, “that any proba- 
tion system shoulé be under state control, 
with the necessary exchange of information 
between probation dfficers. 

In Boston the probation officers reach the 
Tombs at 6 o’clock in the morning and inter- 
view every man who has been arrested and is 
waiting trial. Before the cases are called in 
court the officers, in most instances, can 
check up the statements made by prisoners 
and intelligently advise the court concerning 
anything that should properly be taken into 
consideration in passing sentence. The value 
of such assistance cannot be overstated. 


System Is Self-Sustaining. 

“The claim ig made in Boston that their 
probation system is self-sustaining for the 
state. That is, that more than the total year- 
ly cost of some $90,000 for salaries of proba- 
tion officers is saved in the maintenance of 
their penal inetitutions. If that is so, how 
much greater is the saving when we con- 
sider the loss of wages incurred by the in- 
dividual offender when locked up in jail in- 
stead of being allowed to go on with his reg- 
ular work | 


* There is need in Illinois of a general pro- 
bation law, applicable to all portions of the 
state, and, guided by the enactments and 
experience of other states, this state should 
be able to establish a probation system 
equal to any in the country.”

“Ancestors” Not Without Fine 


Ideals, but Its Expositions Palpitate 
with Prejudice and Rancor.

HE most voluminous writer of fiction tr 
these United States of Ame: ica is Ger- 
trude Atherton, late—and, in a sense, 
albways—of San Franciscu, although, in 
another sense, acsmopolite of aggres- 

sive type. 

Mrs, Atherton has a new book. It bears the 
terse and explanatory title “Ancestors,” 
and purports to be a story of inherited ten- 
Gencies. In reality it is a memorial of the San 
Francisco which was slain by quake and 
fire—the San Francisco which ie never to 
know a revival, no matter now how high the 
stories of its new building rise or what pros- 
perity comes to it. It is true that Mrs. Ather- 
ton has celebrated San Francisco at the ex- 
pense of other American cities. ‘“ Washing- 
ton,” according to Mrs. Atherton’s hero, “ is 
a huge, unwieldy village. “New York ie like 

one of those nightmares à certain class of 
8 Project and label ‘earth in the year 
2000. Chicago is the entrails of the uni- 
verse... 

Over against this banality she sets the wild 
and bizarre charm of Gan Francisco, the 
strange, fascinating, wicked, friendly, young- 
old city on the rim of the Pacific’; and in 
a sense the book reaches its climax when, 
after the earthquake, amid the flames that, 
wwept and then reswept the fated city, a. 
typical man of her streets, an enthusiastic 
devotee of der pleasures, begs a bottle of 
champagne, and with the smoke of the burn- 
ing city chokifig him, cries: 

Here's to Zinkard’s, Tait’s, The Palace 
Grill! The Poodle Dog! Marchand's! The 
Pup! Delmonico’s! Coppa's! The Fashion! 
The Hotel de France! And here's to the 
Cocktail Route, the Tenderloin, and the Bo- 
hemian club! And here's By this time 
his voice was dissolving and the glass was 
describing eccentric curves—“ here's to the 
old city, whose like will never be seen this 
side of hell again. Pretty good imitation of 
heaven in spots, and whatever you choose to 
look for any way. And the prettiest women, 
the best fellows, the greatest all night life, 
the finest cooking, the wickedest climate. 
Here's to San Francisco—and damn the 
bounder that calls her Frisco!’ " 

Like Marie Corelli, Mrs. Atherton ia boll- 
ing with ideas, prejudices, antagonisms. and 
principles which she utters with dogmatism 
and ¢ven with violence, A sort of incandes- 
cen lumines every page and mitigates the 
tedium of a tale drawn out to the limit of 
possibilities. She puts in the mouths of her 
characters the sentiments which represent 
her own convictions, it is evident. The Jap- 
anese question, for example, is introduced. A 
venerable character—a judge on the bench 
voices the Californian credo at length. We 
don’t like the Jap,” he explains. “ He an- 
tagonizes us with hig Ul concealed imperti- | 
nence under a thin veneer of servility, and 
superior as he is, still he has a colored skin. 
Now, right or wrong, Christian or merely 
natural, we despise and dislike colored blood, 
every decent man of use in this United States 
of America. Your sentimentalists can come 
over and wonder and write about us, re- 
proach us and do their honest ingenuous best 
to convert us, but it never will make one 
damned bit of differ 

The book is both vital and vicious. It has 
@ certain power and some of its ideals are 
fine even if many of ite expositions are 
palpitating with prejudice and rancor. Its 
paradoxical quaiffies take away the breath; 
ite manifest disloyalties to the author's coun- 
try are no more amazing than the reason 
for certain enthusiasms for her own section. 
One heara much of the insolent attitude the 
Californian holds towards fest of, the 
world, but no exposition of that more or less 
apochryphal ingolence ever has equaled 
“ Ancestors.” 

As for the tale iteelf, with its English polit- 
ical hero and its Californian ranchwoman 
heroine, it is interesting even if improbable. 
Much of the character drawing is original, 
and the contrasts of London society—* the 
only society in the world really worth While 
—and Californian life are vivid and divert- 
ing. Th book is irritating, clever, sometimes 
absurd, always assertive, and here and there 
quite exhilaratingly independent. It is, one 
must suppose, Californian, since it is neither 
English nor, in a true sense, American, (Har- 
pers.) 

A fine, mellow tale, greatly in contrast to 
the acrimonious verbosity of Mrs. Atherton 
and the deliberate crudities of Janvier's book, 
is “MAJ. VIGOUREUX,” by A. T. Quiller- 
Couch (Scribner’s.) The humor is kindly, yet 
persistent, and the pathos is untouched by the 
maudlin. Ma. Vigoureux is a brave and con- 
scientious gentleman placed in charge of the 
Channel islands and situated, with his “ gar- 
rison, on the Isle of St. Lide’s. Time was 
when the headlands bore their guns and the 
defenses were manned, but the indifference of 
the ministry to these little watchdogs had 
caused all save two of the garrison to be with- 
drawn and the quays and forts to sink into 
desuetude, Maj. Vigoureux and his brace of 
supporters grew old, shabby, sad, and 
ashamed in their ignominious limbo. 

A story of this sort depends, of course, upon 
the charm of the personalities, and Mr. 
Quiller-Couch is to be congratulated upon 
having created a group of perfectly bellev- 
able and lovable human beings . Some df 
them are grotesque enough, some even per- 
verse, but all seem like friends and neighbors. 

As a record of how the powers of even the 
strongest and best dtrophy from disuse the 
story is touching and makes a direct appeal. 
The literary manner of Mr. Quiller-Couch 
requires no comment. Its urbanity and grace 
are too well known to make remark neces- 
sary. It is sufficient to say that this, no leas 


than the intrinsic worth of the story, entitles’)

Days Off" be- 
gine with a chapter in which Uncle Peter. 
| and the writer discuss the meaning of the 
term days off.” Uncle Peter was a bit of 
a philosopher. When the writer suggested 
that days off was something like playing 
truant he denied the charge, saying that it 
was more like bringing flowers into the 
schoolroom; then he went on to say: 

It ig the joy of getting out of the harness 
that makes a horse filing up his heels, and 
gallop around the field, and roll over and 
over in the grass, when he is turned loose 
in the pasture.

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INSIST ON COLONISTS” RATES 


Union and Southern Pacific Re- 
fuse to Abide by Decision. 
— 
OFFICIALS CHANGE POSITIONS 
Burlington Gets Great Northern Gen- 
eral Manager and Vice Versa. 


The Union Pacific and the Southern Pacific 
refuse to abide by the decision reached 
Thursday when the Transcontinental Pas- 
senger association voted to abolish colonists’ 
rates. Early yesterday morning notice was 
served on the other roads in the association 
that the $38 one way rate to California and 
other Pacific coast points would be put in by 
the Harriman lines during next March and 
April. This means that all of the other lines 
must do likewise, and the effort to do away 
with colonists’ rates is a failure. 

The Western and Southwestern Passenger 
associations, which met in conference during 
the day, failed to arrive at any understanding 
with reference to a change in homeseekers’ 
rates, and these, too, will remain as formerly 
until the end of the year at least. 


New Rules for Mileage Books. 

The committee on mileage made a report 
which will probably be adopted at a spe- 
cial meeting Oct. 28. This report was that 
in states where 8 cent a mile fares still 
obtain there should be no change. In 2 
cent fare states the committee suggests 
that 1,000 mile books be issued at a flat 
rate of $20, good over the lines of the issuing 
road only. Interchangeable mileage books 
good for 2,000 miles will be issued for $40 
and will be honored by any road in the 
association. 

F. E. Ward, general manager of the Great 
Northern, is to succeed J. M. Gruber as 
general manager of the Burlington and Mr. 
Gruber will take Mr. Ward's position with 
the Great Northern. No definite official an- 
mouncement of this change has been made, 
but it is tacitly admitted. Both men are 
recognized as exceptional operating officials 
and there is no apparent cause for a change 
in the department presided over by either 
of them. 


STUYVESANT FISH IS COMING. 


He Starts from New York to Chicago, 
Expecting to Stay Until Illinois 
Central Meeting. 


Stuyvesant Fish left New York for Chicago 
yesterday and will remain here until after 
the annual meeting of the Illinois Central 
company next Tuesday.
